leave until court case is finalized 
Motion passes 3-2 during city council meeting on Monday

For the second time in three 
weeks, a bombshell was dropped on 
the Grayling City Hall when City 
Manager David A. Thayer was 
placed on administrative leave while 
he faces alleged charges for violat- 
ing the state's Social Security 
Privacy Act, 

The Grayling City Council on 
Monday, Feb. 22, voted to place 
Thayer on administrative leave — 
with pay — while his court case for 
24 counts of allegedly violating the 


Social Security Privacy Act winds 
its way through Crawford County 
District Court. 

The city council went into a 
closed session just after calling tts 
meeting to order Monday. Thayer 
requested that deliberations regard- 
ing placing him on leave be held in 
closed session, Grayling City 
Attorney Gerald Brabant and 
Grayling City Clerk Michele 
Moshier, who took minutes during 
the closed meeting, were the only 
others who were allowed to take 
part in the meeting. 


After 35 minutes, the council 
opened the meeting back up to the 
public. Grayling Mayor Karl 
Schreiner asked if the council 
wished to take up a motion to place 
Thayer on leave, Grayling Council 
Member Karl DeVries made the 
motion tor the council to consider 
the action against Thayer. After sev- 
eral moments, Grayling City 
Council Member Dee Maybury sec- 
onded the motion. A vote then 
passed by a 3-fo-2 9 margin. 
Schreiner, DeVrics and Maybury 
voted to place Thayer on leave, 


while Grayling City Council 
Member Kim McClain and Mayor 
Pro Tem Larry Akers voted against 
the motion. 

Schreiner asked Thayer to !eave 
the meeting and he waiked quietly 
out of the room. 

Thayer was arrested on a 24- 
count misdemeanor on Thursday, 
Feb. 11, 2010. 

Thayer's arrest comes after a two- 
month investigation of several 
alleged violations of the Social 
Security Number Privacy Act law.

County board opposes proposed road patrol cuts

The = Crawford — County 
Commissioners agreed to fire a telter off to Gov. 
Jennifer M. Granholm and. state lawmakers, 
protesting proposed cuts to county sheriff's 
departments to keep State Troopers on the job. 

Gov. Granholm has proposed to cut $2.2 mil- 
lion from the state's Secondary Road Patro} and 
Traffic Accident Prevention Program. Public Act 
416 of 1978 established the program, 

Granholm wants to transfer the funds to an At- 
Post’ Trooper Fund, which would — prevent 
Michigan State Police Troopers from being Jaid 
off. State Troopers, laid off last year, were called 
back to duty, for the 2009-10 fiscal year. 

Crawford County Administrator Paul Compo 
said that the county receives $60,000. in 
Secondary Road Patrol funding from the state. 


The finding is used to pay half the salaries for

two Crawford County Sheriffs Deputies. 

Granholm has made the proposal to cut the 
Secondary Road Patrol in an executive budget 
plan to shore up a $1.5 billion budget deficit for 
the 2010-11 fiscal year. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk Wakefield said 
that there have been overtures from Lansing to 
cut the funds for several years. 

“If this goes through, | will Jose a guy,’ 
Wakefield said. “She's been trying to take that 
money for many years.” 

The county board voted to send a letter of 
opposition to Granholm at its regular monthly 
meeting last weck. 

“We need a resolution sent to the governor,’ 
said County Commissioner Rick Anderson said. 
“She's the one that's basically pushing this situa- 
tion forward.” 

Sen. Tony Stamas, R-Midland, and Rep, Andy 
Neumann, D-Alpena, who represent Crawford 


County in the State Legislature, will also receive 
copies of the letter, 

While proposed as a short-term fix undl the 
slate economy turns around, Wakefield said sher- 
Wfs departments would never see Secondary 
Road Patro} funding in the future if the money Is 
stripped from the counties. 

“If they take away the Secondary Road Patrol 
funding ~ that 416 Fund money, it will never, ever 
be returned if the Michigan Legislature let's this 
happen.” Wakefield said,

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Community skate board park plans for 
Grayling youth gathering momentum

Grayling City officials and 
advocates for youth hope to 
have the beginning of a skate 
park in place by the time 
school's out for summer. 

The Grayling Parks and 
Recreation Committee has 
been working to build a skate 
park for youth over the last 
four years. 

Last week, nearly two 
dozen youngsters attended a 
meeting, where plans for a 
community skate park were 
revealed with hopes of hav- 
ing some obstacles and appa- 
ratuses in place for skaters 
by June I, said Grayling City 
Manager David A. Thayer. 

The parks and recreation 
committee, volunteers and 
the city have $8,700 for the 
initial phase of the skate 
park. 

Mike Shearer has been 
working with avid skate- 
boarders Chris Minnick and 
Nick Terry to get the skate 
park project rolling. 

Shearer is a familiar face 
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to youth sports activities and 
projects for many years. He 
has been involved with the 
Grayling Jaycees, Grayling 
Little League, Grayling 
Redskins, Junior Pro 
Basketball, the Grayling 
Youth Booster Club, the 
Crawford AuSable Youth 
Soccer Association at the 
Crawford AuSable Schools 
Athletic Departinent. 

Shearer, who has also 
hosted a number of foreign 
exchange students in his 
home, said the skateboard 
project will top off his com- 
munity involvement since he 
plans to relocate to Florida. 

“We know that the need is 
there,” Shearer said. “There 
are a lot of kids that probably 
get kicked out of everywhere 
in town.” 

Thayer said that young- 
sters have given valuable 
input to city officials and the 
parks and recreation com- 
mittee regarding skateboard- 
ing, skateboarding opportu- 
nitics and skate boarding 
equipment. 

The parks and recreation 
committee had planned to 
develop the skate park next 
to the city's ice rink behind 
the Grayling City Hall. 

Thayer said he initially 
thought having the park 
located in and around school 
property would allow better 
accessibility, but youth said 
they would ride their skate- 
boards and bicycles to city 
property and desire a hassle- 
free environment. 

“T want to put it where it's 
going to get its greatest uti- 
lization,” Thayer said. 

A more permanent skate 
park will be in place by the 
summer of 2011. 

Thayer said the average 
cost of building a skate park 
is between $250.000 to 
$500,000, but acknowledged 
the city would never raise 
that much money due to the 
depressed economy and the 


cost of doing business. 

“It will never be as glam- 
orous as parks like they have 
in Midland or other kinds of 
places,” Thayer said. “There 
is a lot of money in the those 
communities and corporate 
money that fund those skate 
parks. 

“If we can have something 
that is challenging, interest- 
ing and safe and hassle free - 
that’s our goal at this point,” 
Thayer added. 

City officials have 
been in contact with the 
Tony Hawk Foundation, 
which was established by the 
famed skateboarder to help 
bring smaller skate parks to 
communities across that 
nation. 

Thayer 


also 


added that he 
recently attended a 
Department of Natural 
Resources and Environment 
grant workshop, where he 
learned about a small grants 
program available through 
the Michigan = Natural 
Resources Trust Fund. The 
trust fund provides financial 
assistance to local govern- 
ments to provide public out- 
door recreation, 

Thayer said the communi- 
ty has an opportunity to raise 
up to $50,000 to help devel- 
op the skate park The grant 
application, however has to 
be submitted by April [ and 
city and community leaders 
would have to raise a 
$25,000 match or commit- 
ment for the match by Oct. 1. 
Thayer said the city would 
have a year to have the funds 
in hand or the total project 
would be thrown out the 
window. 

“There are a lot of hoops 
and hurdles and it takes a full 
year to activate the money,” 
he said. 

Minnick said having a 
skateboard park in Grayling 
is long overdue, as many 
youngsters are now riding 
BMX bicycles instead of 


skateboarding. He added that 
allowing: a rebirth of the 
sport in the commiunity 
might help fill an empty 
storefront with a skate shop, 

Minnick said skateboard- 
ing has been a lifelong 
hobby. 

“It's become a lost sport in 
this town,” Minnick said. “In 
all reality, a lot of kids that 
I've seen come out of this 
town are a lot better than the 
kids that are in towns that 
have bigger skate parks.” 

Terry, who works at 
Hanson Hills, said a lot of 
youngsters snowboard and 
ride BMX bicycles in the 
winter to stay in shape for 
summer skateboarding. 

“J just think it would be a 
good thing for the kids,” 
Terry said. “I just) know 
there's a lot of potential here 
in Grayling. It's something 
we need.” 

Terry satd he took up 
skateboarding a couple of 
years ago. 

“That's just — playing 
around,” he said. “It's some- 
thing I do so I can hang out 
with my friends.” 

A project planning meet- 
ing will held at 6 p.m. on 
Wednesday, March I at 
Hanson Hills. 

Youngsters and their par- 
ents are encouraged to attend 
the meeting to discuss the 
skate park and fund-raising 
ideas. Volunteers are already 
discussing holding an event 
during the AuSable River 
Festival. The city has memo- 
rabilia from the Tony Hawk 
Foundation, which would be 
raffled off during the event. 

“We really want to see a 
lot of parents out there 
because we're going to come 
up with a bunch of projects 
to get this money raised” 
Shearer said.

Each of the charges carries 
up to 93 days in jail and/or 
$1,000 fine, if convicted. 

According to the state's 
Social Security Privacy Act, 
a violation of the act occurs 
when someone “knowingly 
and intentionally” releases 
more than four sequential 
numbers from a_ person's 
Social Security number to 
another party. 

The charges Thayer faces 
stem from a background 
check completed — on 
Grayling City Council can- 
didates, who took office in 
November. Schreiner, the 
former Grayling City Police 
Chief, and DeVries, a for- 


mer Grayling City 
Patrolman, took the oath of 
office to serve on the 


Grayling City Council on 
Nov. 9. Dee Maybury, who 
ran unopposed to fill an un- 
expired term on the city 
council, did not take the oath 
of office that night because 
it was determined that she 
had not paid the city’s 
income tax for four years 
while she has lived in the 
city. Maybury and her fami- 
ly have lived in the city 
almost six years. 

As steps were 
clear up the issue, Maybury 
was given tax forms and 
agreed 1o a payment plan for 
the back taxes. She took the 
oath of office on Nov. 12. 

Thayer said Michigan 
Department of Treasury 
printouts containing Social 
security numbers of 24 other 
people who failed to pay the 
income tax were inadver- 
tently given to Maybury 
with the tax forms. 

Thayer said that while 
Maybury was clearing up 
her income tax issue with 
Grayling attorney David 
Sabin, the papers containing 
the Social Security numbers 
given to Maybury were 
given to the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Office by 
Sabin. Sabin served as the 
Grayling City Attorney for 
23 years, but was asked to 
step down from the position 
when he was running for the 
Crawford County 
Prosecutor's Office in 2009. 

Sabin said he was directed 
by Maybury to give the 
information to the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Office. 

Maybury said she had “no 
comment” on voting to place 
Thayer on Jeave when ques- 


taken to 


tioned by a Crawford 
County Avalanche reporter. 

DeVries, who now works 
as a corrections officer for 
the Crawford County 
Sheriffs Office, said he 
wants the case to be totally 
adjudicated before Thayer 
resumes his position. 

“The biggest issue is I just 
want to get through with this 
situation, so when he comes 
back, or if he comes back, 
which I hope he does, then 
that will be over and done 
with,” DeVries said. “There 
won't be anything thrown on 
to him as far as baggage 
behind him. It's just a bad 
situation - all the way 
around.” 

About two dozen people 


attended the meeting on 
Monday, including several 
former Grayling — City 
Council Members, a retired 
Grayling City — Police 
Officer, a current Grayling 
Police Officer and = a 


Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputy.

Thayer on leave was taken, 

Robert Butzin, a retired 
Grayling City — Police 
Officer, applauded the coun- 
cil for its action. Butzin then 
questioned why the council 
just gave Thayer a $3,000 
raise, bringing his salary up 
to $73,000. 

Butzin said he believes 
more funds should be devot- 
ed to the Grayling Police 
Deparunent, which was cut 
by one man after his retired. 

“For me, I'd like to see the 
police department built back 
up to where it used to be.” 
Butzin said, 

MaryAnn Ferrigan, the 
owner of Crawford County 
Title and a Kirtland 
Community College Board 
Trustee, said she is tired of 
three decades of infighting 
and politics hurting the com- 
munity. 

“If we keep doing the 
things the we are doing, 
we're going lo keep getting 
the things that we've already 
got, which is nothing,” 
Ferrigan said. 

Ferrigan is among a group 
of leaders working to create 
an artisan village in 
Grayling with Kirtland 
Community College.

“Unless we work together, 
and work toward making 
this a united community, 
we're never going to beat 
this battle,” Ferrigan said. 

On Tuesday, Thayer said 
he was surprised that the city 
council did not place the 
action to place him on leave 
on its agenda and took the 
vote after the closed session, 

Thayer said that there was 
never a breach of public 
(rust, security of sensitivily 
when papers containing the 
Social Security numbers 
were inadvertently given to 
Maybury. He fully expects 


to be exonerated on all 
charges. 
In addition, Thayer is 


involved with the Kirdand 
Community College project 
and = bringing = Cascade 
Development, a firm. that 
plans to build a huge wood 
pellet, manufacturing plant 
in Grayling. 

“The city, cight now, is 
involved with a number of 
projects that will affect the 
community for many, many 
years to come,” he said. 

Thayer added that the city 
is facing one the toughest 
budgets it has faced in its 
history, and believes that 
Grayling 1s a community 
that will prosper while other 
cities face darker days. 

“It would seem like they 
would have wanted me on 
board to get through these 
very difficult times,” Thayer 
said. 

Finally, Thayer said he 
has enjoyed working in 
Grayling for the last 3 and 
1/2 years, and hopes to even- 
tually be reinstated as the 
chief official for the commu- 
nity.
